le In the village of Yasen (NLM07 E2253), located on the Danube River 
approximately 30 kilometers from the Bulgapian-Yugosla? frontier, there 
is a Bulgarian frontier post manned by 60 men and three officers of 3 
Infantry Regiment called Bdinski, the headquarters of which are located 
in Vidine Approximately four meters from the troop barracks is a reinforced | 
concrete bunker which hes positions for four machine guns. Other armaments 
of this bunker include 20 sub-machine guns, hand grenades, and a carbine _ 
for each mane The bunker is connected to the barracks by an underground 
passage. 


“20 A wood and barbed wire fence about three meters hi gh has been constructed 
from the confluence of the Timok and Danube Rivers to the city of Kula. 
There are several passages through the fence to permit farmers to reach 
their fields, but these passages are well guarded by troops. 


3e East of the village of Gumzovo (N05 E225), across the road leading te 
the Yugoslav frontier which lies approximately 10 kilometers to the east 9 
Bulgarian civilians and troops constructed a three-ilometer line of zig- 
zag trenches and pill boxes in 1951. In some areas where the terrain is 
considered particularly vulnerable to attack, threes or four lines of 
trenches have been duge All the preliminary work on these fortifications 
was done by civilians, but the reinforced concrete bunkers were built by 
wy engineers. Cement arrived for this project in March 1951) and the 
work Was finished by autumn 1951, when the majority of the troops were 
thdrawn. A combat group of 0 trusted Communists armed with machine 
guns and rifles kas been organized in the willage of Gumzovo for its 
defense. Thess man are to hold the position pending the arrival of 
army troops. 
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lhe One company of infantry troops is now lesabed in barracks da the 

village of Belene (sic)~. East of the barracks, approximately one 
kilometer from the frontiar, an infantry trench and four bunkers 

_ have been built. These bunkers are about eight meters squares and 
are covered with reinforced concrete poured on steel beams. Tha 
bunkers were dug by civilian Labor but the reinforcing work was 
dene by the military. In the village of Belene a combat group of 
12 Communists has been organized to assist the military, defend 
the position, and to aid ina patrolling the frontier at night.
